OLD MANUSCRIPTS. 

Among the distinguished foreigners who espoused 
the causé of liberty in the war of the American Re- 
volution, was Frederick William Baron de Steuben. 
He was Inspector-General of the army of the United 
States, with the rank of major-general. He had been 
a brave oflicer under the Great Frederick, and for his 
gallant conduct in the United States he received a 
valuable grant of land in the county of Oneida, New 
York. Upon this estate he died, ia the year 1794. 
Some of his papers having fallen into the hands of 
Charles A. Maun, Esq., of Utica, that gentleman re- 
cemtly discovered among them the original book of 
general orders of the day, for the American army 
stationed in the Highlands during the summer and 
autumn of 1780--the season of Arnold’s treason, 
Mr. Mann placed the precious manuscript in our 
hands at Albany, a fortnight since, addressed to Fre- 
derick Depeyster, Esq., one of the secretaries of the 
New York Historical Society, to be deposited in that 
institution. Among the erders it contains is that 
which announced to the army the treason ef Aruold 
and the capture of the Juckless Andre. As this do-| 
cument is believed never to have been in print, we | 
handed it to Mr. Sparks, on Saturday evening, to be 
readin the course of his lecture of that evening—} 
the subject of which was that to which the order im- | 
mediately relates. That lecture, by the way, was, 
one of the most deep and absorbing interest. The | 
audience was large, amd the lecture was listened to 
with the most protound atteation throughout. It was 
rendered doubly so from the illustrations of the move- 
ments of tie conspirators and other parties concerned | 
in the transactions connected therewith, on both sides 
of the contest, atiorded by a large map drawn for the | 
purpose. The following is 2 copy of the general or- | 
der referred to: 

* Heap QuAKTERS, Sept. 26, 1730. 

‘“The truly martial appearance made by the troops | 
yesterday, the order and regularity with which they | 
performed the several manaurres, does them the 
greatest credit, and allords the most flattering pros- 
pect of substantial service, regulation, and military 
glory. Nothing can be more pleasing to the officers, 
who feel for the honor of the army, and the indepen- 
dence of America, than to see the rapid progress made 
by the troops in military discipline ; the good conduct 
of all the officers yesterday gave the General the high- 
est satisfaction, and the particular services of the 
Inspector- General, and those serving in the line, de- 
serve his particular thanks. 

** TREASON OF THE BLACKEST DYE Was yesterday 
discovered. General Arnold, who commanded at 
West Point, lost to every sentiment of honor, of pri- | 
vate and public obligation, was about to deliver that 
important post into the hands of the enemy ; such an 
event must have given the American cause a deadly 
wound, if not a fatal stab. Happily, this treason has 
been timely discovered to prevent the fatal misfor- 
tune. The providential train of circumstances which 
led to it, afford the most convincing proof that the 
liberty of America is the object of Divine protection. 
At the same time, though the treason is to be regret- 
ted, the General cannot help congratulating the army 
on the happy discovery. Our enemies, despairing of 
carrying their point by force, are practising every 
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base art to effect by bribery and corruption what they 
cannot accomplish ina manly way. Great honor is 
due to the American army that this is the first in- 
stance of the kind, where many were {o be expected 
from the nature of the dispute; and nothing is so 
bright an ornament in the character of the American 
soldiers, as their having been proof against all the 
arts and seductions of an insidious enemy. Arnold 
has made his escape to the enemy—but Mr. Andre, 
the Adjutant General to the British army, who came 
out asa spy to negotiate the business, is our pri- 
soner. 

** His Execelleney the Commander-in-chief has ar- 
rived at West Point from Hartford, and is no doubt 
taking proper measures to unravel fully so hellish a 
plot.” 

It must be borne in mind that the head quarters of 
the army at this time were not at West Point, but on 
the west bank of the river, nearly opposite Dobb’s 
Ferry, in Orangetown. Dumnng the absence of Wash- 
ington, who at the time of the arrest of Andre was 
ona visit to Hartford to meet Count Rochambeau, 
the commander of our French auxiliaries, the com- 
mand was entrusted to General Greene, by whom the 
preceding orders were issued. We have italicised 
according to the original. The reading of this docu- 
inent was received with great interest. 

A few pages after the order from General Greene, 
copied above, stands the following: 

“ HEAD Qu4RTERS, ORANGETOWN, 
** Oct. 1, 1780. 

“The Board of General Officers appointed to ex- 
amine into the case of Major Andre, ae reported— 

“First: That he came on shore from the Vulture 
sloop of war, in the night of the 21st September, on 
an interview with General Arnold, in a private and 
secret maaner. 

“ Secondly: That he changed his dress within our 
lines, and, ander a feigned name, and in a disguised 
habit, passed our works at Stony and Verplanck’s 
Points the evening of 22d September last, and was 
taken the morning of the 23d of September, at Tar- 
rytown in a disguised habit, being then on his way to 
New York, and when taken he had in his possession 
several papers which contained intelligence for the 
enemy. 

‘‘The Board having maturely considered these 
facts, do also report to his Excellency General Wash- 
ington, that Major Andre, Adjutant General of the 
British army, ought to be considered as a spy from 
the enemy, and that, agreeable to the law and usage 
of nations, it is their opinion that he ought to suffer 
death.” 

‘“The Commander-in-Chief directs the execution 
of the above sentence this afternoon at five o’clock 
precisely.” 

In the course of his lecture, in speaking of the dig- 
positions of the army at various points on both sides 
of the river above and below the Highlands, Mr. 
Sparks observed that Gen. Lafayette was in command 
of the light-infantry. This is confirmed by the order 
book, under date of 

* Heap QuaRTERs, 4ug. 8, 1780. 

** The Marquis De Lafayette having returned, will 

take redial of the Light Infantry. Major Gene- 


ral St. Clair will resume that of the Pennsylvania 
line.” 

Also again, by an order of August 22, in which the 
various divisions of the army were ordered to their 
respective positions. Among these dispositions, it 
says : 
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————— 


“The light infantry will precede the left column 
two miles till farther orders. The corps of Mare- 
chausse will join the Light Infantry, and will take or- 
ders from the Marquis De Lafayette.” 

It will be seen by this quotation that the position | 
of Layfayette was in advance of the head quarters at | 
Orange Town—that is nearer to the British lines.— | 
The nearest in position to Lafayette were the brigades | 
of Generals Poor (of New Hampshire) and Hand, (of | 
Pennsylvania.) It was inreference to this disposition 
of the forces that Rivington, the king’s printer in| 
New York, made a very excellent pun in his gazette. | 
Speaking ironicallly of the young Frenchman, and of | 
his exposed position, Rivington said “he had no doubt | 
Lafayette would make a Poor Handofit.”” Mr. Sparks’ 
informs us that Lafayette himself mentioned this anec- | 
dote to him, when last he saw himin France. But| 
General Poor did not survive to witness the shame of 
Arnold, or the glorious result of the contest. The 
closing paragraph of the general order dated Sept. 9, 
1780, stands thus :— 

‘«‘ Brigadier General Poor will be intered to-morrow 
at Hackinsack Church. 

“The funeral procession will commence at 9} 
o’clock, from Brewer’s house, in front of the Light 
Infantry.” 

On the departure of Washington for Hartford, as 
already stated, we find the following entry on the or- 


der book : 


‘Heap QuarTeErs, I7th Sept. 1780. 
‘* Major General GrrEENE’s orders: 

«“ His Excellency the Commander-in- Chief going to | 
be absent from the army, a few days, the knowledge 
of whieh-may possibly reach the enemy, and encour- 
age them to make some movement in consequence 
thereof :—The General desires the officers of all ranks 
to be in perfect readiness to meet them on the short- 
est notice, and recommends to the out-guards to be 
very vigilant and attentive, and the patrols active and 
watchful.” 

‘“ HEAD QuarrTers, Sept. 30, 1780. 

** Colonel Pickering having been appointed, by the | 
Honorable the Congress, Quarter-Master General of 
the army of the United States, he is to be obeyed and 
respected as such. 

“* The Commander-in-Chief takes this occasion to 
thank. Major General Greene for the able and satis- 
factory manner in which he has discharged the duties 
of the Quartermaster General’s Departinent, during 
his continuance in office, and to express his approba- 
tion of his conduct and orders, in the absence of the 
General.” [ Washington. } 

“ HEAD QUARTERS, ORANGETOWN, 2 
August 13, 1780. 

“ George Hutchinson, matross of the 4th Regt. Ar- | 
tillery, was tried 22d July last, ata Brigade Court 
Martial, of which Eustace was President, for deser- | 
tion. Pleaded guilty. The court are of opinion! that 
he is guilty-of a breach of article Ist, sec. 6th of the| 
Rules and Articles of War, and do sentence him to be | 
shot to death—more than two-thirds of the court! 
agreeing thereto. The Commander-in-Chief con- 
firms the sentence.” 

From the general orders of September 12, we quote 
the following extracts :— 

“*David Hale, soldier in Colonel Stewart’s battal- 
tion light infantry, convicted at a General Court Mar- 
tial, whereof Col. Courtlandt is president, for plunder- 
ing an inhabitant of money and plate, and being con- 
demned to death, is to be executed at half past 4 
o’clock this afternoon. Fifty men, properly officered, 
from every brigade in the army to attend in the rear 
of Gen. Pattersop’s brigade. 

“It has been much the General’s desire to prevent 
enormities of this kind, which are as repugnant to the 
principles of the cause in which we are engaged, as 
oppressive to the inhabitants, and subversive of that 
order and discipline which must characterize every 
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«The General again expects officers of every rank 
to pay the utmost attention to the conduct of their 
men, and to'use every precaution to prevent the sol- 
diers from rambling, and committing such outrages, 
the subject of daity complaint to him. It is highly 
incumbent on them to do this, to prevent the conse- 
quences that will follow, as he is determined to show 
no favor to soldiers who are convieted of these perni- 
cious practices. 

« Part of the effects of the late General Poor, 
among which are several suits of clothes, a genteel 
small sword, sash, epaulettes, &c. &c. will be ven- 
dued at Lt. Col. Dearborn’s quarters, to-morrow 
morning, at 10 o’clock, in the New Hampshire bri- 
gade.”” 





From the Sailor’s Magazine. 
THE SEAMENS’ FUNERAL. 
Let the reader of the following distressing occiit- 


rence, reflect how many are the avenues of death to 
the poor sailor; and that what is done for him, must 


be done quickly. 


A short time since a melancholy accident occurred 
on board the steamer Fulton, which resulted in the 
immediate death of two seamen. It was occasioned 
by the bursting of a gun, during some experiments 


| which were ordered by the Board of Navy Commis- 
|sioners, at Washington; testing the power of a cer- 


tain species of ordnance to throw Paixhan shot. In 
the course of the experiments, a gun exploded, killing 
two men, and severely wounding several othets; 
while a number of the pieces found their way through 
the sides of the vessel. This melancholy catastrophe 
oceasioned a great share of sympathy among both of- 
ficers and crews of the different naval vessels in this 
port; and a funeral procession was ordered by Com- 
modore Perry, commandant of the navy yard, which 
was highly creditable to the service, a brief account 


of which, I thought, might interest the reader of your 


valuable journal. 

The procession consisted of ten boats fully manned, 
with the national flag flying at the stern of each. In 
the first, were the chaplain and surgeons; which was 
sueceeded by one bearing the bodies of the unfortu- 
nate men, atiended by their wives and children. Then 
followed the band; then came the other boats, with 
the different grades of officers ; the Commodore and 
suite bringing up the rear. The day was remarkably 
mild and pleasant ; and it seemed as though heaven 
had granted a state of atmosphere, the best possible 
to make a funeral procession on the water, sdlemn 
and impressive. 

After the different boats had pushed out into the 
stream in the order in which they were to enter the 
line, the men rested on their oars, until the word was 
given by the commanding officer “to pass in order 
round the Fulton,” which lay off some rods in the 
river. The boats immediately tacked, and passing 
each other, took a sweep around the unfortunate ves- 
sel; while the band played the solemn funeral dirge 
of “ Roslin Castle,”’ the oars keeping time with the 
music. It seemed to me that the notes of that fune- 
ral dirge never sounded so sweet and tender as now. 
The onngeann state of the atmosphere ; the smooth- 
ness of the water, unruffled by a single breeze; the 
silence that reigned throughout, except the gentle 
rippling of the oars; seemed admirably adapted to 
awaken the mind to a train of serious and profitable 
reflection. 

After passing round the steamer, and following the 
channel of the river, near the old ships Franklin and 
Hudson, on whose decks a number of spectators had 
gathered to witness the scene; the boats landed in 
order at the foot of the long cock, leading to the na- 
val hospital. They were then formed in martial or- 
der, four abreast, and moved on foot up to, and across 
the hospital grounds, to the cemetery, on the east 
side of that buildirg ,; the band continuing to play 
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different airs, of the same solemn style as the one 
mentioned above. When the biers had entered the 
gate of the place of sepulchre, the funeral service of 
the Episcopal church was commenced by the chap- 
lain, every head being uncovered, as it was introdu- 
ced by that appropriate ery of the psaliist, 
«Lord, let ine know my end, and the measure of my 
days, that I may be certified hew long I have to live.” 
As the service proceeded, the most marked attention 
was given by the audience, who seemed to realize the 
solemnity of the occasion. When that clause in the 
service was reached, ‘* We therefore commit their 
bodies to the ground: earth to earth: ashes to ashes: 
dust to dust: looking for the general resurrection in 
the last day, and the life of the world to come, through | 
our Lord Jesus Christ; there was a short pause, | 
while a few clods of earth thrown upon the lowered | 
coffins, gave us the impressive admonition that a sim- | 
ilar bed must soon be the resting pluce of s all. | 
The service was closed with a brief address by the! 
chaplain, founded on that interesting interrogatory in 
the Epistle of St. James, ‘‘ For what is your lite?” 
As he appealed to the present occasion as evidence | 
of the brevity of life, and the necessity of prepara- | 
tion for death; I observed the big tear course down 
the cheek of some of those hardy tars, from whose 
side these unfortunate comrades had been so recently 
and suddenly hurried. May ithave the effect to lead 
them to regard betimes the admonition of the scrip- 
tures, “What thy right hand findeth to do,do it with thy 
might; for there is no work, nor device, nor know- 
ledge, vor wisdom in the grave whither thou goest.”’

Proressors oF MATHEMATICS IN THE NAvy.—Iit 
is a favorite reproach in the mouths of foreigners that 
notwithstanding our beasts of the universal diffusion 
of education among our citizens, there is scarcely any 
country—with the exception of our pretetype Eng- 
land—in which learning is so little respected and its 
Jabours so vilely rewarded. In its application to 
gome divisions of our country, we can hardly deny 
that the repreach is founded in truth. Among many 
of our citizens the name of a teacher is a term of con- 
tempt, and if we may judge by the advertisements 


appearing in the newspapers, the compensation con- | 


sidered adequate for an accomplished instructor of 
youth is se low, that an aecomplished cook would 


consider the offer an insult. Could we ascribe the , : 0 
cause of learniug, requires of it not only to place the 


limitation of the salary of a teacher to the poverty or 
penury of individua!s, we could eseape the bitterness 
of the reproach—by a reference to the cause—which 
certainly could not implicate the character of our ci- 
tizens generally. But unluckily we have no such 
apology in this part of the country at least. We 
frequently see advertisements from commissioners or 
trustees of public schools, offering employment to a 
teacher, and enumerating the various branches of 
knowledge with which he must be conversant, and at 
the same time promising him the munificent Income 
of three hundred dollars. Such advertisements are by 
no means unfrequent in the papers of this city, and 


are sent tu them I believe from the adjoining States. | 


With these publications before us, can we assert, that 
the business of education is treated with respect or 
liberality. 

I have no intention, however, to dwell on numerous 
facts of this character, which could be adduced, 
They present, indeed, a reproachful pieture to our 
imaginations, when triumphing in the boast of the 
universality of eduction in these United States; hut 
we allude to them to manifest that the profession of a 
teacher is by no means so highly respected as one 
might suppose, and to ascount in some measure for 
the fact, that even in the laws of our General Go- 
vernment, there seems to be a disposition to under- 
value the character of instructers. I take this time, 
to draw attention to this evil, trusting to the learning

and liberality of the present Secretary of the Navy 
for an effort to correct the evil. 

If you will examine the law of 1835, regulating the 
pay of the officers of the navy, you will perceive that 
while all the rest are entitled to receive duty pay and 
leave pay, sea pay, and shore pay, the Professor of 
Mathematics alone is allowed no compensation what- 
ever, except while actually on duty. He is ranked 
among the officers, but enjoys none of the privileges 
of an officer; while all the others, from the senior 
captain, who may be generally considered on the re- 
tired list, dawn to the rawest midshipman, who is re- 
ceiving the rudiments of education at the expense of 
the Government, receive a certain salary, whether on 
duty or not, whether serving his country or indulging 
his own pleasures, the poor Professor receives no 
cominission as an officer, and is not paid a cent except 
for services actually rendered. 

True, he is a non-combatant—and so is the chap- 
lain, the surgeon, and the purser. He is subjected 


|to as much hardship and privation as they are; and 
yet, after the fatigues of a long cruise, the chaplain, 


the surgeon, and the purser enjoy the relaxation their 
health may demand, in the certainty of a salary suf- 
ficient for their support; while the moment the cruise 
terminates, the pay of the Professor ceases, and the 
expense of his recreation must be defrayed out of 
the savings his prudence may have enabled him to 


|make from the pence of his actual labors. What is 


there in the nature of the duties of the purser. to, en- 


title hiin to more consideration than the Professor— 
,except his opportunities of amassing more wealth? 
,And shall it be always so among us? Shall wealth 


alone, or the power of accumulating it, always com- 
mand more respect than talent and worth? View the 
case as you please, it is clear that the Professor has 
the same title to a commission, and all the privileges 
of a commission, as either the chaplain or the purser. 
Ifnot, what reason can be assigned for the discrepance, 
unless that the profession of education is the most 
contemptible on iene our ships. 

I could dilate much more on. this subject, but I am 
unwilling to be a trespasser on your kindness. I will 
add that, situated as he nowis, the Professor has fewer 
advantages than any man in the Navy—no matter 
what may be his rank or situation. I shall trouble 
you but with a few more werds, fer I wish to be as 
succinct as possible. A proper liberality of encour- 
agement on the part of the Government towards the 





Professors in the Navy on a similar footing as to pay 
with the others, but so to fix their rank in the service 
and their position on ship board, that they need not 
be made necessarily the equal associates of those 
whom they are called upon to instruct. According 
to the present system, not only are they treated with 
injastice, but their services are rendered almost use- 
less, Is not this subject worthy the attention of the 
Secretary and of Congress ?

From the report of the Secretary of War, and other 
reports accompaning it, you will be informed of the | 


progress which has been made in the fortifications 
designed for the protection of our principal cities, 
roadsteads, and inland frontier, during the present 
year ; together with their true state and condition. 
They will be prosecuted to completion with all the 
expedition which the means placed by Congress at 
the disposal of the Executive will allow. ’ 

I recommend particularly to your consideration, 
that portion of the Secretary’s report which proposes 
the establishment of a chain of military posts, from 
Council Bluffs to some point on the Pacific Ocean, 
within our limits. The benefit thereby déstined to 
accrue to our citizens engaged in the fur trade, over 
that wilderness region, added to the importance of 
cultivating friendly relations with savage tribes in- 
habiting it, and at the same time of giving protection 
to our frontier settlements, and of establishing the 
means of safe intercourse between the American set- 
tlements at the mouth of the Columbia river, and 
those on this side of the Rocky Mountains, would 
seem to suggest the importance of carrying into ef- 
fect the recommendations upon this head with as lit- 
tle delay as may be practicable. 

The report of the Secretary of the Navy will place 
you in possession of the present condition of that im- 
portant arm of the national defence. Every effort 
will be made to add to its efficiency, and I cannot too 
strongly urge upon you, liberal appropriations to that 


branch of the public service. Inducemcents of tho, 


weightest character exist for the adoption of this 
course of policy.. Our extended and otherwise expos- 
ed maritime frontier calls for protection, to the fur- 
nishing of which an efficient naval force in indispen- 
sable. We look to no foreign conquests, nor do we 
propose to enter into competition with any other na- 
tion for supremacy on the Ocean, but it is die not 
only to the honor, but to the security of the People of 
the United States, that no nation should be permitted to 
invade our waters at pleasure, and subject our towns 
and villages to conflagration or pillage. Economy in 
all branches ‘of the public service is due from all the 
public agents to the people—but parsimony alone 
would suggest the withholding of the necessary means, 
for the protection of our domestic firesides from inva- 
sion, and our national honor from disgrace. I would 
most earnestly recommend to Congress, to abstain 
from all appropriations, for objects not absolutely 
necessary; but I take upon myself, without a mo- 
ment of hesitancy, all the responsibility of recom- 
mending the increase and prompt equipment of that 
gallant Navy, which has lighted up every sea with its 
victories, and spread an imperishable glory over the 
Country. 


WESTERN NAVY YARDS.—The Cincinnati corres- 
pondent of the Louisville Journal, in alate letter, 
makes the following suggestions : 

As it is now understood by all parties that our public 
force is in future to be increased chiefly by additions 
tothe navy, anda considerable portion of our naval 
force must consist of steamers, if it shall be found ex- 
pedient to construct them of iron, why not have a 
navy yard, as well as an armory, located on the West- 
tern waters, at St. Louis, Louisville or Cincinnati ? 

The iron, the coal, and the provisions can be fur- 
nished at these places cheaper than onthe sea-board; 
and as the proportion of Federal expenditure inland 
is extremely limited, the outlay amongst us for steam 
vessels would not, at any contemplated increase of 
the navy, be more than our share. 

It is true that low water would prevent such ves- 
sels from going to seaa part of the year, especially if

ENLISTMENT OF ALIENS.—In our paper of the 
95th ult. we published a paragraph from the Norfolk 
Beacon, stating that Judge Baker, of the Supreme 
Court of Norfolk county, Virginia, had decided that 
the enlistment of an alien into the military service 
of the United States was illegal. If this decision be 
sustained by higher tribunals, to which an appeal has 
been taken, we may as well discharge at once, to| 
save further trouble, about one fifth of our whole} 
army and navy, including the marine corps. 

Native bora citizens are preferred to aliens or for- 
eigners, by all our officers ; but they will not enlist so 
long as: they can obtain a decent maintenance by 
other means; and the ranks of our army and marine | 
corps, as well as the quotas of our vessels of war, | 
must remain incomplete unless aliens are allowed to 
enter. 


Another case, of a siinilar nature, has been brought 
before Judge Hearn, of the U.S. District Court,

The academic year will consist of two terms of five months 
each. the winter term will commence on the first of Novmeber, 
and will close on the 3ist of March: the summer term on the Ist 
of May, and close on the 30th of September.

Books, stationery, and clothing, can be furnished on reasonable 
terms, at the expense of the pupil. 

The course of instruction wil! embrace the usual branches of an 
English education ; viz: re ading, writing, grammar, composition, 
declamation, geography, history, and rhetoric ; arithmetic, alge- 
bra, geometry, trigonometry, mensuration, and surveying ; ana 
for those who may desire it, a popular course of civil engineering, 
natural philosophy, navigation, and astronomy : also, moral phi- 
losophy, and the Constitution of the United States and that of the 
State of New York. Inthe French language, the usual exercises 
ofthe French grammar, and the reading and translation of Tele- 
maque; and in Latin and Greek, the course required to enter the 
freshman class of Yale College. 

On the Sabbath, besides attending Divine Service, a bible lesson 
will be required from each pupil. The object of the whole sys 
tem of instruction will be “ to train up a child in the way he 
should go,”’ which ean be efiected only by a Christian education. 

The Chaplain of the U. S. Military Academy is invited to su- 
pervise the course of moral and religions instruction. 

Although it is not the design of the school, in any W ise, to pro- 
vide a military education, still, unless excused by parents or guar- 
dians, pupils will be taught so mueh of the elementary drill of 
the soldier as contributes to health, and te an easy and graceful 
carriage. ‘ 

The regulations for the internal discipline and police of the 
school will be strict, and, at.the same time, parental. No pupil 
of vicious habits will be permitted to remain m the school a single 
day; and, as a condition of admission, every pupil will be re- 
quired to pledge himself to abstain entirely trom the use of to- 
bacco and all intoxicating drinks.
